Col. Mitchell’s defiance of his su- 
periors not long ago reached the atten- 
tion of President Coolidge. At that 
time he was ordered not to publish con- 
troversial matter regarding army sub- 
jects without first submitting his ob- 
servations to the war department. He 
recently issued a book and in doing so 
disregarded, this order. 

- Hasn't Read Statement. 

San Antonio, Tex., Sept. 5.—(@)— 
Maj. Gen. Ernest Hinds, commande? 
of the Eighth corps area, had not read 
Col. William Mitchell's statement to- 
night, he said. 

“Col. Mitchell has issued many state- 
ments criticizing these departments, 
and unless he has gone much further 
than heretofore I do not expect any 
disciplinary action,” Gen. Hinds said. 

“ Should there be a decision in Wash- 
ington to take disciplinary action, or 
to investigate the authenticity of Col. 
Mitchell’s purported statement, it is 
unlikely that I would receive orders 
before Sunday morning.”

George E. Schubert, one of the old- 
est of the government’s immigration 
inspectors in point of service, died at 
his home, 3227 West 62d place, late 
Friday. 

Linguist, art connoisseur and liter- 
ary authority, his death is attributed 
to overwork on his unfinished diction- 
ary of the English and Serbo-Croat 
languages. His friends ‘believe that 


| his life was shortened fully ten years 


by his constant writing and study at 
nights on this work. it was his oft- 
expressed hope that he would be able 
to finish the dictionary, which he be- 
lieved would make it much easier for 
Serbs and Croats to learn the language 
and thereby speed the process of Amer- 
icanization. 

Mr. Schubert was born at Sibenik, 
Jugo-Slavia, in 1858. At the age of 15 
years he worked his way to America 
and settled in New York. He came 
to Chicago a year later, learned Eng- 
lish and organized the first night 
classes at the old Jones school, where 
he taught English to newly arrived 
immigrants of his race. 

A deep student of criminology and 
a master of nearly all European 
tongues, Mr. Schubert traveled exten- 
sively for the immigration service. On

“You might call these sudden and 
violent storms and squalls, encount- 
ered without previous warning, the 
‘unoharted rocks of the air,’” he said.

“Now then electrfc storms are gen- 
erally confined to “certain areas” 
and certain perfids of the year and it 
is known that such storms follow a 
very definite track, while there are 
many places where thunderstorms are 
unknown. Experience shows that 
thunderstorms may pass within a few 
miles of a particular spot but never 
over it. 

“It should, therefore, be possible to 
chart the disturbed areis and tracks 
of these storms, showing the areas 
immune. If we had such a chart avail- 
able, and reasonable warnings were 
given, it would be extremely bad pilot- 
age for the captain of a). airship to al.- 
low his ship to be overtaken by a thun- 
derstorm. 


Experience of the R-3. 


“ Of course, there is very little doubt 
that extremely violent thunderstorms 
take place at high altitudes of which 
there is no indication on the ground, 
The R-3, a British rigid airship, en- 
countered such a storm, and neither 
the wireless nor meteorological at 
Howden air station, h2r home base, 
near which she was flying, gave any 
indication of the disturbance. This 
shows the great need of an instrument 
for detecting the direction and prob- 
able distance of thurderstorms—on 
some such principle as 2 seismograph 
detects distant earth tremors. 

“This would be of the greatest value 
to an airship pilot, because for many 
years to come it will he necessary to 
fly over regions only partly charted, 
or lacking weather report facilities, 
and the fact of knowing from which 
direction the dangerous atmospherics 
are coming will enable the pilot to 
avoid trouble,”

Weather Service Lacking. 


Everybody knows that no. such 
weather report service is at present 
avallable anywhere in the country. 
Fairly frequent reports can be had of 
the weather locals in the east along 
the Atlantic coast, the maritime re- 
ports largely accounting for the fre- 
quency. So it will be readily seen that 
the Shenandoah was pushing out into 
a relatively “ uncharted sea,” insofar 
as local storms were concerned. 

It should be remembered that the 
Shenandoah had already been out to 
St. Louis and back in the autumn of 
1923, and had made an 8,000 mile trip 
across the continent and up the Pa- 
cific coast and back in October, 1924. 
But she had been obliged to abandon a 
trip to Milwaukee and Minneapolis last 
spring and her fatal flight had been 
postponed until Wednesday, last, to 
avoid summer storm conditions at 
their worst. 

As Lansdowne and I went over the 


aieeed on the forthcoming flight, and 
knowing that he was about to go to 
sea, I expressed the hope that he 
would be in command of the Shenan- 
4oah on the venture, and not trust her 
to less experienced hands. He quickly 
assured me that he would pilot the 
ship on this trip, but that it would be 
his last for two years at ieast. 

Now, there was nothing morbid 
about “Zach” Lansdown. Neither 
one of us had any premonitions or 
dreads about this affair, which was 
to be a lang flight for purposes of 
showing the people. of the central 
states just what a rigid airship looked 
like; frankly it was a “ publicity” 
trip to “sell” rigid airships to the 
taxpayer and the possible user of such 
craft for commercial purposes. 


Impossible to Save Ship. 


It was humanly impossible to save 
the Shenandoah against such odds as 
it encountered; utterly out of the ques- 
tion after her control car had fallen 
and she was caught’ in the vortex of 
the storm. Moreover, it is doubtful if 
an airship can ever be designed and 
constructed with sufficient strength to 
cope with such devastating wind veloc- 
ities when eddying and surging in 
cross and up and down currents. 

I believe that had Lansdowne sur- 
vived the catastrophe he would admit 
this statement to be sound. And this 
is not condemning rigid airships. The 
|enormous Titanic was the finest speci- 
men of surface ship that naval -archi- 
tecture and marine engineering could 
produce. She was unsinkable—that is, 
until she rammed an iceberg. 

It naturally remains to determiné 
what steps may be taken in the con- 
struction of rigid airships in the fu- 
ture to make them stronger, if poss!i- 
ble, than the Shenandoah, and also 
to determine what navigational facili- 
ties must be provided to assist in the 
safe employment of rigid airships in 
overland flying, for it certainly is not 
going to be said of the people of this 
country that Commander Lansdowne 
and his comrades sacrificed their lives 
for the advancement of a utility, per 
tinent to the national defense and to 
the development of commerce, to no 
purpose. 

Whether shocked by the suddenness 
and gravity of the disaster to the point 
of discouragement, or skeptical of the 
utility of rigid airships generally, our 
government should not abandon all 
that has been done by Lansdowne and 
hig associates, superior and subordi- 
‘nate, in the development of the art of 
building and operating rigid airships, 
If, for a time, we neglect them, we 


turn to them in haste at some inop- 
portune time and under adverse condi- 
tions.

“That she 
met disaster I believe was no fault of 
her construction or of her operators.” 

“The cause of the disaster is very 
apparently due to the effect of forces 
which the airship was unable to with- 
stand. I have sailed with Lieutenant 
Commander, Lansdowne and I know 
how careful a navigator he was. This 
storm, the approach of which was not 
heralded, came suddenly on the ship 
and flanked it up on three sides.

LAWS AND THEIR 
ENFORCEMENT. 


Law in the technical sense is embodied in the 
constitution, statutes, and treaties of the federal 
government, and in the constitution, statutes, char- 
ters, and ordinances of the states and lesser divi- 
sions of government. This is the written law. 
Some of it is enforced, a good deal of it is not 
enforced. 

There is also what might be called unwritten 
law, that is, policies or practices which have the 
same force as any formal enactment. One of these 
unwritten laws is that presidential electors shall 
vote not according to their own preferences but 
according to party instruction. Any elector, so far 
as the written law is concerned, can vote as he 
chooses, but the unwritten law binds him as effec- 
tually as a statute could. 3 

Written law is often nullified by what may be 
called unwritten law, or in other words, by com- 
mon consent that a written law shall not be en- 
forced. Many examples-of this are found in our 
history, especially in the field of moralistic and 
disciplinary legislation. The old blue laws died 
of nonenforcement as well as by formal repeal. 
Many remained in the statutes long after their 
very existence was forgotten. On the other hand, 
an unwritten law protected a segregated vice dis- 
triet for generations in Chicago, and still does in 
othér cities, contrary to the written law. The writ- 
ten law, which closed saloons on Sunday, was not 
enforced for years because the opinion of the com- 
munity set up virtually a counter mandate, which 
overruled it. The fifteenth amendment of the fed- 
eral constitution, the mandatory provision of the 
Illinois constitution on redistricting and represen- 
tation, the personal property tax law of our state 
and others, are all conspicuous examples of writ- 
ten laws ignored or not strictly enforced because 
of unwritten dictates which, if not laws in the 
lawyer's definition, are expressions of public will 
which have the effect of enactments. 

To state these facts is not to argue for or against 
any one of them. A familiar type of zealot holds 
that to state a fact which he does not like is to 


create it, and to ignore it is somehow to abolish 
it. But facts remain facts in spite of theorists, and 


those we have referred to above are basic in our 
political and social system. The central truth is 
that law is not words but will. Written law is an 
explicit expression in words of the will of the 
community. It remains law in fact and retains life 
so long as it has the community's preponderant 
will to support it, and no longer. It may be 
phrased in the most imperative terms, like the 
mandate for redistricting in the Illinois constitu- 
tion, which has been ignored so many years. It 
may be carved in letters of brass, but it is dead 
in any practical sense as law, or at least asleep, 
if the public will does not press steadily for en- 
forcement. 

Now, this is the fact, whether in any particular 
instance it is approved by this individual or sroup 
of individuals or not, and the fact is not anarchy. 
It is a condition not to be confused with individual 
law breaking. Laws should’be enforced while they 
are laws, and formally repealed when it is the wi-l 
of the community that they should not be enforced. 
But in practice this theoretic orderliness and ex- 
plicitness is not, and evidently cannot be, attained. 
Therefore, laws are by common consent allowed to 
die, or at least to become inoperative for a time 


or in a district, and this familiar phenomenon is

Our outstanding offenses seem to be prohibition; 
fundamentalism, 100 per centing, go getting and 
Main streeting—making the world flat, dry, blatant 
and incapable of thought. 

The American democracy is the most articulate 
in the world. It is on the air with about every: 
thing it has in its system. It has a lawmaking 
system which offers almost any one a chance to 
get an opinion transferred to a statute book. 
Forty-eight state legislatures annually or bienni- 
ally are making laws out of ideas that some people 
think good or important and a great deal of non- 
sense is likely to get through. With all the adults 
and many of the adolescents of a populous coun- 
try freely expressive in every direction there are 
bound to be some oddities of opinion. 

A great part of Europe is docile. It has been 
and is submissive. What we hear from Europe is 
the voice of its intelligence except when it is the 
voice of its military men. We do not think that is 
intelligent much of the time. English labor, when 
it is vociferous, is as bad mannered and sometimes 
as idiotic as any collection of individuals to be 
found anywhere. It is the same with the French 
and German. We have not had any large body of 
American labor so nearly affected by the demon- 
strated insanity of Russia as European labor has 
been. That is a good test of intelligence. 

The Tennessee farmers who tried Scopes would 
be found, we think, to be superior in native in- 
telligence to a group of Yorkshire, Norman, Polish, 
Saxon, Bavarian or Hanover farmers.

They are not always 
wise enough to limit their opinions to fields in 
which they have experience and knowledge. They 
are showing just now too much disposition to 
apply restraints where there should be freedom, 
but there have been such periods in the life of 
every nation. When the early English came here 
they were less tolerant than their posterity is here 
‘now. 

We have a struggle with noisy and domineering 
groups. We have a good deal of self-criticism, 
which is healthier for the present time than the 
old eagle screaming, but before we yield to the 
opinion that the United States is an intellectual 
mendicant tracking mud into Europe’s parlor and 
causing the ladies to swoon; we'll turn the old bird 
loose and let her yap. 


THE RIVERWAY GROWS 
LONGER. 


The first water turbire generating 30,000 horse- 
power has been placed in service at Muscle Shoals. 
Eventually 800,000 horsepower will be developed 
at Wilson dam and lesser works which have al- 
ready been completed or pianned. The southern 
Appalachian region is started on an area of indus- 
trial development. 

Improved river transport comes as a by-product 
of the power plants. Navigation on the Tennessee 
river will be assured above Muscle Shoals. Once 
past the shoals and the river is again suitable for 
navigation all the way up to. Nashville. Earlier 
efforts were made to build canals around the shoals 
but they proved inadequate. Now the government 
dams have solved the problem, 

Eventually the assurance of water transpow, into 
Alabama ‘may become of considerable importance 
to Chicago. This city’s prosperity is to no small 
j extent dependent upon the steel industry. That 
is true of all the industrial lake cities, including 
Cleveland, Detroit, Toledo, Milwaukee, Buffalo, and 
the rest. They have become great largely because 
they were able to get high grade iron ores from 
‘Lake Superior at lew freight rates. Sooner or later 
—some students believe in less than fifty years— 
the best of the Superior ores will have been 
exhausted. It may then be more economical to ship 
| high grade ore from Alabama to Chicago by river 
than to employ the low-grade ores from the north. 

In any-event, the shoals dams are adding sev- 
eral hundreds of midges to the Mississippi riverway 
system. Every additional mile which can be 
reached by barge from Chicago is another reason 
for speeding to éompletion the Illinois waterway.

The 
tower of the Rockefeller chapel at the University 
of Chicago will be the tallest stru: ture for miles 
around, 

Mr. Konkle’s intention of building the highest 
building in New York as a visible symbol of his

Oklahoma is neither surprised nor complaining be- 
cause prohibition enforcement in this young state is 
to be directed from a Texas city. 

Most of the complaints thus far registered against 
the Andrews reorganization plans are due to local 
pride, local prejudice, and the politicians’ lust for 
political patronage. None of these protests prove the | 
weakness of the Andrews tactics or forecast the | 
failure of his ambitious scheme. Hence the public 
generally will stiow little interest in the grievances | 
of disaffected municipalities and prohibition enatiaite* 
asts wlll have no cause for losing faith in-the Andrews 
offensive. 

Possibly the Andrews plan is the very best that 
could have been devised; at any rate it should be 
given a thorough trial and should command the sym- 
pathy and support of every’law abiding citizen.

DRINKING HARD WATER. 


ANY write, asking about the 

harmful effects of hard water. 

Most of these letters to me ask 

about harm to health. I cannot 
find evidence that drinking hard water 
is harmful to health. An old notion, 
one advocated more by veterinarians 
than by physicians, is that prolonged 
drinking of hard water causes stones in 
the bladder and kidneys. This theory 
is found in most of the veterinary text- 
books and in some of the textbooks 
which treat of human diseases. 


Dr. J. T. Myers of Omaha has recent- 
ly stadted this question experimentally. 
He induced the formation of stone in 
the bladder in several varieties of labora- 
tory animals. While under experiment 
some of the animals were supplied with 
hard water, some with distilled water, 
and some with medium hard water. 
He found no difference in the rate of 
formation of stones between any of these 
gtoups. His conclusion was that what- 
ever might be the cause of stone in the 
bladder, the drinking of hard water 
was not a factor for or against. Stones 
formed as fast among the animals drink- 
ing distilled water as they did among 
those in the other groups. 

>. 


For a long time it was held that golter 
resulted from drinking water that was 
hard because of an excess of magnesium 
salts. Rather strangely, another theory 
coming from somewhat the same region 
was that goiter resulted from the drink- 
ing of snow water because such water 
is very soft and low in magnesium and 
other minerals. The prevailing opinion 
now is that there are several causes of 
goitre. One is a lack of iodine in the 
water. Neither the theory that goiter is 
due to dtinking hard water rich in mag- 
nésium, nor the one that it is ‘due to 
drinking magnesium-free water is now 
credited. 

The Harrington Richardson textbook 
on hygiene says: “™ When one changes 
suddenly from the use of a soft water 
to another that is quite hard there fol- 
lows a temporary disturbance of the 
functions of the digéstive apparatus. 
The most marked effect is alternating 
constipation and diarrhea.” But this is 
the result of change rather than of the 
harmful qualities of hard water, for the 
textbook next says: “ Change from hard 
to soft water is quite as likely to cause 
unaccustomed looseness of the bowels.” 


All in all, no harm to health from 
habitual drinking of hard water has been 
noted though it is barely possible that 
a water containing more 4han 1,000 parts 


of hardness, one that is getting defi. | 
nitely into the alkali class, is harmful. | 
In fact, low alkalinity or near acidity | 


is now recognized as more of a menace 


to health than high acidity, provided the | 
water passes through lead pipes any-.

CERTIFIED PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS. 

Chicago, Aug. 31.—In regard to Illinois 
house bill No. 617, which goes into effect 
Oct. 1, 1925, there have been some state- 
ments made to the effect that this bill 


provides for those who qualified receiv- 
ing the degree of “Certified Public Ac- 
countant.” 

This is not so, as the bill is purely 
a licensing measure and provides that 
all who serve the business men of Illinois 
as professional accountants, must reg- 
ister at Springfield and provide them- 
selves with certificates of registration the 
same as doctors, dentists, etc. 

This last feature also brings to the 
attention of the business men of Illinois 
the fact that heretofore the protection 
and business insurance that was sup- 
posed to be embodied in the degree of 
“ Certified Public Accountant,” was more 
a fancy than a fact. Under present con- 
ditions, but not under the new law, any- 
body, whether qualified or not, could 
set up in business as a public accountant 
and serve the business public and it was 
not necessary to be a “ Certified Public 
Accountant ” to engage in the business 
of auditing the books of Business con- 
cerns, preparing income tax returns, 
making exarhinations for financial pur- 
poses, etc. 

Under the new law, however, there 
will be protection afforded the business 
men of Illinois in so far as any com- 
plaint against the competency or work 
done by a public accountant after Oct. 
1, can be referred to the bureau of reg- 


‘istration and education at Springfield, 


and if the evidence is sufficient, the cer- 
tificate of license of the particular public 
accountaint can be revoked. 

This wag not possible under the old 
act, although recourse could have been 
made to the University of Illinois who, 
up to the present have had authority to 


“ certified pub- in 


lic accountants.” HopGson JOLLY.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—([Spe- 
cial.]—Satisfaction with health condi- 
tions was expressed today by Surgeon 
General Cumming of the United States 
public health service. 

“Health conditions in the United 
States have been generally good so far 
this year,” he said. 

“Preliminary figures indicate that 
the death rate for the first seven 
months of 1925 will be lower than 
the average for the last five years, in 
spite of the fact that the rate for the 
month of June was considerably higher 
than usual for that month. This was 
probably due in some measure to the 
heat waves which prevailed over a 
large part of the country.”

“Last year, for 
the corresponding period, these same 
states reported nearly 8,100 cases. 
During the same period reports of 
measles indicated a decrease from last 
year of 27 per cent, while scarlet fever 
decreased 14 per cent.”

Peking Envoys Also Act 
to Clear Up Row.

TOKIO, Sept. 5 .—America, Japan and 
Great Britain have agreed to send judi-

The diplomats in Peking will open ne- 
gotiations next week with the aoe 
foreign office regarding the constituti 
of the Shanghai muntcipal council and 
the right of the Chinese 
within the international settlement to 
representation. These questions will 
be settled before the customs confer- 
ence convenes. 

The customs conference probably will 
be divided into two sections, one con- 
sidering customs autonomy and the 
other customs revision. They will 
sit simultaneously. This will obviate 
the possibility of the conference break- 
ing up in the event of a refusal of au- 
tonomy. The agenda of the customs 
conference is being held in abeyance 
pending the arrival of Silas Strawn of 
Chicago in Tokio, where’ he will take 
up the question with Baron Shidehara 
prior to continuing to China. 

Note on Wireless Stirs Japan. 


The Japanese press today is frothing 


at the mouth at the idea of America 


prompting China to make a proposal to 
Japan respecting a combination of the 
Japanese and American wireless con- 
cessions.

the unrest in the orient. 


Mr. Strawn is sailing the latter part 
of the month. He-returned from De- 
troit yesterday where he was promli- 
nent in the sessions of the American 
Bar association. John Van A. Mac- 
Murray,. United States minister to 
China, would be the other American 
member to sit in at the tariff confer- 
ence, he said. He explained the pur- 
pose of the conference as follows: 

“The Chinese customs tariff confer- 
ence is the result of the nine power 
treaty negotiated at the armament con- 
ference in Washington on Feb. 6, 1922. 
The parties to that treaty are: Great 
Britain, United States, Italy,- France, 
Belgium, Portugal, the Netherlands, 
China, and Japan. 

Cause of Delay.

Text of Resolution.

States anti China, dated Oct. 8, 1903, 
and the treaty between China and 
Japan, dated Oct. 8, 1903, and the reso- 
lution provided: 

“‘'hat the governments of the 
powers above named shall establish a 
commission (to which each of such gov- 
ernments shall appoint one member) 
to inquire into the present practice of 
extraterritorial jurisdiction in China 
and into the laws and the judicial sys- 
tems and the methods of judicial ad- 
ministration of China) with a view to 
reporting to the governments of the 
several powers above named their find- 
ings of fact in regard to these mat- 
ters and their recommendations as to 
such means as they may find suitable 
to improve the existing conditions of 
the administration of justice in China, 
and to assist and further the efforts 
of the Chinese government to effect 
such legislation and judicial reforms 
as would warrant the several powers in 
relinquishing, either progressively or 
otherwise, their respective rights of 
extraterritoriality. 

‘“*That the commission herein con- 
templated shall be constituted within 
three months after the adjournment of 
the conference in accordance With de- 
tailed arrangements to be hereafter 
agreed upon by the governments of the 
powers above named, and shall be in- 
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ommendations within one year after 
the first meeting of the commission, 

“* That each of the powers above 
named shall be deemed free to accept 
or reject all. or any portion of the 
recommendations of the commission 
herein contemplated; but in no case 
shall any of the said powers make its 
acceptance of all or any portion: of 
such recommendations, either directly 
or indirectly, dependent on the grant- 
ing by China of any special concession, 
favor, benefit, or immunity, whether 
political or economic.”

The look that 
comes to a boy's face as he meets his 
mother thus is not easily forgotten. 

There is a strange hush about this 
place, Even the civilian employés 
have a look and step as if they were in 
the presence of death. 

“We make twenty-three tons of 
bindery twine and 15,000 to 16,000 ma- 
chines a year,” says the warden, “And 
we sell it all on the open m:irket.

Only two men have escaped from this 
prison in twelve years. Both were 
captured within a few hours. Yét at 
least 100 convicts are permitted out- 
side five or six miles away, with one 
guard, on farms and gardens. 

What is the secret of this? 

While in Michigan and Illinois the 
honor ‘men do not live in the prison, 
here they are brought back to their 
cella every night.

No less interesting are the ultimate 
stakes for which Gov.

The governor, there is now 
no doubt, is a candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination for President in 1928, 
if not for the senate next year. 

LikeWise it ig npt doubted that if 
Mr. Hearst tridmphs in this contest 
his ambition to’ rule from the White 
House will flower anew, and that he 
) might take it into his head to try for 
the senate next year in order to gain 
a stepping stone to higher preferment. 

That was what he was believed gen- 
erally to have had in, view in 1922 
when he sought the Demorati nomina- 
tion for either governor of New York 
or senator and was so brutally thrust 
azide by Mr. Smith, who took the nom- 
ination for governor when he didn’t 
want it, just to keep Hearst from get- 
ting it, and then served an ultimatum 
that he would not run on the same 
ticket with Hearst for senator, Once 
again. Mr. Hearst's perennia] ambition 
was thwarted. Smith had the editor 
down—but not out. 

Crisis in Al’s Career. 


For Gov. Smith the contest furnishes 
perhaps the most critical juncture in 
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‘the Democratic convention, that 


his entire career. He is now an out- 
standing figure in the Democratic 
party by virtue of his leadership of the 
conservative wing of the party and his 
election for a third time to the gov- 
ernorship. last year by an overwhelm- 
ing ‘plurality when the rest of the 
,country and the rest of his own state 
was going Republican by great plu- 
ralities. 

The governor is now the logical can- 
didate of conservative and wet Demo- 
crats for the nomination for President 
in 1928. Bryan’s mantle of leadership 
of the progressive and dry Democrats 
has d ed upon William G. Me- 
Adoo, and it looks as if the 1928 Demo- 
cratic national convention would be the 
scene of another struggle between 
Smith and McAdoo. 

George Brennan figures that Smith 
came within fifty votes of enough to 


put him over in Madison Square Gar- 
den, and presumably he would be even 
stronger in 1928, notwithstanding the 
feeling of many influential Democrats 
that it would be inexpedient to nomi- 
nate a Roman Catholic. 


City Controls State. 

Now, the New York City Democrats 
dominate the Democratic party of New 
York state. About half the members 
of the Mew York delegation in the 
Democratic national convention—as in 
the Republicarhail from the greater 
city and whoever controls the city 
delegation has pretty close to a 
stranglehold to begin with, on the dele- 


gation—and with the delegation voting 


as a unit ruled by the majority, as in 
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Always Making Them Finer 


stranglehold is worth having—close to 
100 out of 1,000 votes in the conven 
tion, to be precise. 

With Hylan in the city hall, Hearst 
had just enough delegates in the 1922 
and 1924 state and national conven- 
tions to be annoying to Messrs, Smith 
and Murphy. That was when Tam- 
many was supporting Hylan and shar- 
ing the patronage. If Tammany loses 
this fight, however, it will be outside 
the pale, and the Hearst-Hylan crowd 
will dispense the patronage and control 
the New York City delegates. 

Conceivably under such circum- 
stances it would be easy for Hearst to 
nominate himself for either governor 
or senator next year and to go to the 
Democratic national convention in 1928 
as New York’s candidate for the nom- 
ination for President. » 

If the governor has his way about 
it, however, it will be Al Smith instead 
of Hearst who will be the power behind 
the mayor of New York City. 

If nothing occurs to jeopardize his 
control of the New York delegation to 
the 1928 convention Smith will be able 
to qualify as a.candidate for the presi- 
dential nomination without question, 
And if Tammany beats Hylan there 
will be no question of Smith's control 
‘of the delegation.

borers. 
Seek to Satisfy Peasants. 


As in. all easterm European coun- 
tries, the agrarian question in Poland 
is one of the most important social 
problems. Since the rebirth of the 
Polish state in 1918, the peasant ma- 
jority in parliament has been trying 
to satisfy the demands of their farmer- 
laborer constituencies through a radi- 
cal reform in land ownership. 

As early as 1920 the Warsaw diet 
passed a law which parceled the land 
of many of the great estates among 
those who had little or no land. This 
act was confiscatory, and its details 
were so poorly worked Out that it was 
impossible to apply the measure on a 
large scale. The state, struggling for 
its existence, could not force confisca- 
tion. 

Bring Agrarian Reform. 

Then came stabilization and external 
and internal cansolidation of the new 
Polish state, bringing with it unusual- 
ly long political life for the Grabski 
cabinet.

reform of 1920. 

Take Lands of Church. 

The new law foresees the parcel- 
ling of all great estates in Poland, a 
total of five million acres, including 
properties of the nobility and the 
church. The maximium farm land 
which the landed nobility will be per- 
mitted to retain is 450 acres. Forests 
remain untouched by the reform. 

In the eastern provinces families 
which can prove that their ownership 
of the land antedates 1795—the year 
of the final Polish partition—will be 
permitted to retain 750 acres. Owners

Divide Land Into Tracts. 


In western and central Poland the 
lands to be parcelled will be divided 
into tracts of fifty acres. In the east- 
ern districts the farms will be of ninety 
‘acres. 
| The government will finance the pur- 
chase of land by the non-propertied 
class in such a way that those who are 
entirely without funds will be provided 
with credits sufficient to buy land and 
necessary tools‘and stock. Forty years 
will be granted these peasants for re- 
payment, with interest at 6 per cent. 
For those peasants who own some prop- 
{erty, a shorter period, twenty years, 
will be granted for repayment of goOv- 
ernment credits. 

The purchase price of the land and 
the terms under which the government 
buys it, are highly unsatisfactory to 
the present owners. The value of the 
estates has been fixed according to the 
tax declarations of 1923. 

The first lands to be confiscated will 
naturally be those belonging to non- 
Polish minorities along the western 
and eastern borders. It will not be 
long, however, before these estates 
have been exhausted, and then the 
turn of the Polish nobility will come. 
The Germans, Ukranians, Lithuanian<« 
and Russians, who will be fire. affected 
will be able to offer little resistance 
unless they receive the untted support 
of the Polish conservatives, but it Is 
believed the Polish owners will start 
the battle when the first confiscations 
are made.

Bobby made his debut 
in national golf competitions in 1916 
at Merion, where he was defeated in 
the penultimate round by Bob Gard- 
ner, but the world had heard of Bobby 
Jones. 


The war came on then, and the next 
national amateur tournament was held 
in 1919, when Dave Herron defeated 
Jones in the finals, 5 and 4. In 1923 
Jones was defeated in one of the early 
matches by Max Marston. 

Then came the Merion Cricket club 
(Philadelphia) affair last year, and 
Jones won the championship.

In 1923, at Inwood, Bobby Jones 
won the national open championship. 
In June of this year he lost the na- 
tional open to Willie MacFarlane by

In capturing the title today Jones 
duplicated the record by winning his 
second consecutive championship. 

Four other men have won the crown 
two years in a row since the tourna- 
ment was begun in 1394, but none has 
been able to win three years in stic- 
cession.

The barn is said to be one of the 
largest in the country, 60 by 1C0, with 
a 30 by 60 foot wing. All the feed 
grown on the farm of nearly 400 acres 
is stored in it. -It holds 260 tons of 
hay and 60 tons of straw. The lower 
floor is so arranged that at deast 120 
head of cattle and an equal number 
of hogs can be housed, in addition. to 
the stalls for ten horses. The builld- 
ing is well ventilated and lighted, and 
is built so that a man can stand in 
almost any part of the barn and see 
all corners and sides. Hay racks, feed 
punks, boxes, and water tanks are all 
‘Inside so that in the winter time Mr. 
| Myers does not go outside of the build- 

ing to feed and water his live stock. 

Although the owner of the dream 
house ‘is not a wealthy farmer, his 
home would not be out of place along 
Sheridan road in Chicago. By doing 
| most of the work himself, the cost of 
the. house was kept down to about 
$15,000 and the barn $20,000. Both 
have rock fotrndations, brick walls, and 
roofs made of fireproof shingles. These 
buildings would cost double the original 
cost today. 

Mr. Myers started with his father’s 
olf farm of 160 acres, which he in- 
herited, and has since added more and 
more land until he now owns a total 
of 395 acres. 

The farm is located along the Chi- 
cago-New York air mail route, and Mr. 
Myers is paid $1,400 a year for a 
sixty acre field which is used as a 
landing field for the mali planes. He 
operates the lights at night to aid 
the pilots in landing.

Now Standard in

Y THE end of 1926, 
stocks of the majority of auto 
mobile dealers will include less 
than 15 different makes of auto 

mobiles. This is the belief voiced by 
officials of the National Automobile 
Dealers association, which arises from 
surveys conducted this year, in which 
it was found that many. dealers already 
are restricting their purchases of used 
cars to a very few lines of cars. Deal- 
ers generally will not go outside of 
their own and popular and handled 
lines. 

Careful restriction of the makes of 
cars that will be accepted by an auto- 
mobile dealer’s used car stock is one 
ef the prime essentials of building up 
a successful used car business, accord- 
ing to association authorities. It will 
have the effect of causing the dealer

n. 

All of the flare is concentrated in the 
front of the skirt, in godets set in so 
flat they appear to be simply part ofa 
circular piece. They are irregular at 
the lower edge, giving a fetching hem- 
liné and preventing the suffering that 
comes when a circular skirt that is in- 
tended to be straight at the bottom be- 
gins to sag. The thoughtful couturier 
provided for this sag in advance; mak- 
ing a virtue out of what is ordinarily 
considered a vice. 

The back is simple and _ straight, 
without even’ the break of a belt, for 
the girdle of this frock ceases at the 
sides, circling the front only with its 
lace and copper splendor.

A charming collar is made by twist- 
ing a length of coffper embroidered 
lace around the circular neckline, and 
letting it fall to the waistline in a sort 
of infofmal jabot. Straight sleeves, 
with deep cuffs of embroidered lace, 
complete the frock. 


Our second model is created in bur- 
gundy red, with the rich luster of 
the ruby, and, being in velvet, the 
material is itself so striking that the 
couturier decided to let line and fab- 
ric tell the tale, for there is not the 
smallest deviation from red velvet on 
this gown. Its only trimming con- 
sists of bands of self-materia! that are 
stitched flat and made as inconspicu- 
ous as possible. 

Notice the abbreviation of the skirt. 
It barely covers the knee caps, and al- 
lows for no skittish motions. This is 
an accepted length for daytime clothes 
in the collections of Martial et Ar- 
mand, Agnés and Lelong. Such a short 
skirt is mitigated by the overfull go- 
dets that are inserted at the sides of 
the front, fitted under a bias band of 
velvet placed in a curve extending just

to the hips. That curve is clever, and 
gives a line that is extremely nice. 

The severity of the narrow V neck- 
line has also been alleviated by its 
band trimming that terminates in a 
loop at the lower edge, the tip of the 
VY. This band is extended down the 
center back to the shoulder blades in 
back, forming a closing with a row of 
velvet covered buttons. Long tight 
sleeves are banded at the wrist with 
narrow bands of velvet. 

Our third offering is still another 
version of the red and velvet vogue; 
this time the red is a coppery rouge 
that has more than a little bit of mar- 
ron in it. It has been combined this 
time with a vel¥et and chiffon brocade 
in the same tone with narrow lines of 
copper thread shot through it. 

The cut of the velvet slip is straight, 
with cap kimona sleeves that are in- 
tentionally allowed to flare a bit away 
from the arm, giving a line which 
Chanel is featuring extensively. Be- 
low this cap of velvet is inserted a 
sleeve that is a scanty leg o’ mutton 
and made of the brocade. Brocade 
also edges the deep V neck and has 
long ends that are thrown about the 
neck in the form of a scarf.

full circular tunic that is ‘placed on 
the skirt passes straight arourld the

Our last offering is another material 
—kasha duvetyne, a woolen duvetyne 
with a metallic thread passing through 
the weave. The color is bordeau red. 
The flare of this model is placed in 
the back, where it will be very smart 
this winter if you can judge by the 
number of couturiers who are showing 
it at the autumn fashion openings. 
Fan shaped insets of the material are 
set into diagonal slits in back, just 
at the hip line, flaring markedly 
toward the hem line. 

The creator has also given a flare 
to the sleeves with fanshaped insets 
of material beginning just at the el- 
bow, and caught into a band at the 
wrist. There are two side seams in 
the front and back sections of the 
dress body, these seams being sepa- 
rated by about one-half inch, and a 
narrow strip of dull gold cloth placed 
beneath, a little streamline device that 
you will see a lot of later on in the 
season. These decorated side-front 
seams form the only trimming that 
the front of the dress can boast about.

FACTS ABOUT GLASSES. | 


Correcting Some 
Popular Superstitions 
and Errors About the 
Wearing of Spectacles. 


EW YORK. — [Special Corre- 
spondence.]— An inscription in 
Florence reads: “ Here lies Sal- 
vino Armato, Inventor of Spec- 
tacles. May Woa pardon him his sins.” 
The last sentence is. to ne taken liter- 
aRy—not as the victim of frequent 
accidents to his glasses might interpret 
its meaning. The invention of spec- 
tacles was the work of a philanthro 
pist and deserving of special reward. 

‘It was in the year 1290 that Salvino 
Armato perfected his invention. Ar- 
tists who lived long before that year, 
however, depicted saints with spec 
tacles as a mark of age and erudition, 
which is possibly where the idea origi- 
nated that glasses were a mark of 
age. This belief, unfortunately, is held 
by some few surviving persons who 
suffer eye strain rather than gamble 
on looking a day older. 

The truth is, however, since so many 
children and young adults wear specu 
tacles the superstition, for it is that, 
is outlived but for a few weak minded 
persons who insist upon clinging ‘to 
an old belief. 

Glasses, when needed, as a matter 
of fact, are one of the best preservers 
of a youthful appearance. Prolonged 
eye strain causes wrinkles to appear 
prematurely, and gives the counte- 

ce a strained, anxious, tired, drawn, 
cross look which is characteristic and 
is far more to be avoided from tno 
point of view of appearance, than the 
slight disfigurement, if you insist upon 
calling it such, of glasses. Certain 
types of faces are enhanced by glasses. 


Uncovering the Truth, 


Dr. Walter B. Lancaster of Bostcr., 
Mass., in a pamphlet issued by tlie 
council. on health and public instruc- 


tion of the American Medical associa- 


tion, gives some interesting data cu 
glasses. 

The implication that glasses make 
the wearer old, he explains, datce 
back to the days when glasses were 
worn only to help poor sight, and 
when the vast majority of weareis 
were those who were suffering from 
“old sight,” that is, whose power of 
focusing was so far impaired by age 
that they could no longer make ihe 
necessary adjustments for seeing near 
objects. 

Now glasses are worn to relieve 
strain on the nervous system, to cor- 
rect defects and prevent eye strain be- 
fore the conditions get entirely out of 
reach. 

It ig not only such remote symptoms 
as headache, nervousness, exhaustion, 
bad temper, sleepiness, and the like 
that we wear glasses to cure or pre- 
vent, in Dr. Lancaster’s opinion. There 
are many diseases of the eyes them- 
‘selves that are caused or aggravated 
by lack of proper glasses, though all 
the time the patient may have been 
seeing well. The most conspicuous of 
these diseases are those associated 
with redness of the eyes and lids, 
myopia, or near sightedness, and cat- 
aract. 

Sources of Trouble. 


That glasses are a source of care, 
trouble, annoyance, and expense is ad- 
mitted, Some of the other objections 
are not so well founded, the Boston 


specialist argues. Wher & is wrged 
that they hurt the nose or the ears, 
it is the fault of improper fitting. And 
the way they are adjusted by the indi- 
vidual frequently causes discomfort 
that is blamed on the glasses. 

Not all persons are designed to wear 
the same type of eyeglasses. When 
the lenses are thick, and especially 
where there is much astigmatism and 
where a slight error of adjustment of 
the lenses causes trouble, spectacles 
are better than eyeglasses, the special- 
ist tells Any style of either eye 
glass or spectacle that will nét stay 
properly adjusted is bad. The material 
of which the frame is made should be 
strong and well tempered; never weak 
and flimsy. 

‘In order to get the intended optical 
effect, the eyes, when looking straight 
ahead, should look squarely through 
the optical centers of the lenses,’’ says 
Dr. Lancaster, “or slightly above the 
centers, especially if the patient is tall 
and looks down more than up. But if 
one eye looks through its lens above 
and the other more or less below the 
center, as is the case when the glasses 
are tipped, one up and the other down, 
the result may be to cause eye strain. 
So may trouble be caused when the 
lenses are farther apart, or nearer to- 
gether than the eyes are. If the lenses 
are weak, the last fault does not often 
cause perceptible trouble, but is better 
avoided. Sometimes a little departure 
from this rule is allowable in the in- 
terest of a better appearance, but only 
with the consent of the oculist. Some- 
times it is intentionally ordered to re- 
lieve some muscular strain.” 


Close Fitting Lenses. 


As a rule though, the lenses shouid 
be as near the eyes as possible. Dr. 
Lancaster offers several good reasons 
for this: the optical effect is better; 
the wearer is less likely to look around 
the glasses; he notices the rims less; 
they are less likely to be knocked cff 
accidentally; the appearance is better— 
so much so that it often pays to have 
the lashes clipped a little when they 
are so long they touch the lenses when 
these are mounted as near as they 
ought to be. This contact of lashes 
with the glasses should always be 
avoided, because they soi] the glass. 

A*‘common mistake our attentien is 
called to by the Boston authority is 
tilting the glasses too far back at the 
top. They should be vertical or tipped 
slightly forward. There should not be 
a space between the lower edge of 
the lenses and the cheeks wide enough 
to admit a larger finger tip. It gives

HOW TO USE THE PATTERNS 


This department appears every day in 
the Daily Pribune. 


HE circular godets that are in- 

serted in the sides of the pretty 

one piece dress pattern No. 2404, 

are cut rounding instead of in 
the usual pointed outline at the top. 
This difference will appeal to many, 
and they may be set in plain or with 
& narrow piping. 


Any of the crépes or silks will make 
up prettily in this design, and while, of 
course, the sleeves gnay be long or 
short, the full length sleeves are to 
be much worn this fall and winter 
and the dress will be smarter looking 
with long sleeves. ‘These sleeves are 
perfectly plain, and made close fit- 
ting by means of a dart up the cut- 
side from the wrist to just below the 
elbow. 


The dress closes on the left shoul- 
der; this will make it easier to get 
into and out of. Finish the back part 
of this shoulder seam with a small 
extension hem, and finish the front 
with a faced one. Use the smallest 
sized snaps for closing, setting them 
on three-quarters of an inch apart, 
and one-eighth of an inch in from 
the edge. If this closing is nicely 
finished it will be practically invisi- 
ble. 

A tie string is sewed across the 
back of the neck, and ends in the front 
in rather a long tiee Of course this 
is made double, and the distance 
across the back of the neck of the 
dress should be accurately measured, 
and the same distance marked off in 
the middle of the length of the tie. 
Then, turning this tie to the wrong 
side, sew the edges together in a nar- 
row seam, up to the marks. Clip the 
seam edges to the sewing and turn 
right side out. Then sew one edge 
to the neck of the dress—making a 
wrong side seam, and hem the re

Pattern No. 2490 is for a pretty one 
piece slip-on dress for a young girl. 
There are short kimono sleeves, 
seamed on the shoulders, a seaming 
that offers an opportunity for trim- 
ming, Sometimes the seam has a pip- 
ing of a contrasting color, sometimes 
it is covered with a half inch wide 
bias strip of the contrasting material, 
and sometimes the seam is vertically 
covered with tiny buttons sewed on 
close together. 

The neck line in the front is a slight 
“V" shape; and this neck and the 
sleeve edges should be finished with a 


~ —“ binding. At the side of the skirt there 


are inverted plaits. These are not cut 
separately; but, as the picture shows, 
the material extends beyond the seams 
and is brought back and pressed in 
place. A narrow tie string or sash is 
worn at a low waist line and finished 
in a bow and ends at the left side. It 
seems there is always some excuse 


| for a new dress being quite neces- 


sary, for girls as well as grown folks, 
and an attractive design like this is 
sure to please. Then, too, if itis made 
at home, so small a quantity of ma- 
terial is needed that the cost seems 
negligible. 

Pattern No. 2407 is for a one piece 
dress that is decidedly smart looking. 
Roshanara crepe, satin, or almost any 
material that isn’t too light weight 
will. make up nieely. It is a design 
that Is particularly becoming to slen- 
der, straight figures, and is not hard to 
make. The back is cut in one piece, 
and the fronts in two. If there is 
a right and wrong side to the ma- 
terial be careful in laying the fronts 
on, to see that left and right sides 
are laid on properly. Then, too, see 
that you allow sufficient length at the 
bottom for a good hem. The right 
front laps by to the left side, and 
the closing is there. The fronts of 
the dress are underfaced and rolled, 
forming revers. They join to & collar 
that goes across the back. Inside the 
fronts is a vest, which can be made 
of the materia] that is used for facing 
the fronts. It will look well to use but- 
tons down the right side closing of 
the skirt part, or they may be used in 
a group of four at the top of the 
joining. 


The pattern provides for long or 


short sleeves, and it will doubtless de- 
pend somewhat on the material used, 
as well as the sort of dress it is to be, 
whether one uses the long or short 
ones.

Choir and Concert 


Are Berlin. Summer

ERLIN.—[Special Correspondence.}—Berlin, like the 


rest of Europe, is taking its summer siesta in musio | 


just at present. Consequently there is little to hear, 

but quite a little to hear about. The Dom choir sings 
each Sunday here. It is under the care of the same Hugo 
Ruedel whom I spoke about in my last communication as 
having accomplished such marvels 
with the chorus at Bayreuth, and 
it does ag much in sacred music as 
the Bayreuth organization does 
with Wagnerian scores. That, and 
the public concerts by orchestras 
and bands in the Tiergarten and 
other parks, constitute about the 
only music to be heard just now. ~ 

Wherever one goes in France 
or Germany, one is told of the sur- 
prisingly small amount of promis- 
ing operatic talent. Judging by 
what performances I have been 
able to hear, the report seems to be 
correct. Just why the condition 
should be so nearly universal is a 
little difficult to figure out. Of 
course, the war made an appalling 
Slaughter among the young men 
and gave the survivors a nervous 
shock that keeps many from being 
musically fit even now, but the same condition applies to 
the women. 

Out of all the people that sing in opera during ten months 
of the year in Germany, I am told of only*one who.shows 
signs of peing outstanding. She is Gertrude Geyersbach, a 
young soprano who came from humble beginnings and is 
pushing herself forward by sheer talent and personality. One 
of these days she may be with the Chicago Opera company, 
but probably not this year. By the way, I am told that 
Gabriel Grovlez, the. conductor of the Paris opera, he with 
the exceedingly calm manner before the orchestra, is coming 
back to Chicago this season to conduct the French works, 

One thing is certain. You will hear far better solo sing- 
ing at the Chicago opera, infinitely better at Ravinia as it 
was during the two weeks before I left, than you will in 
wandering up and down the length and breadth of France 
and Germany. I have not had a look at Italy yet, but there 


is reason to believe that there is little very different there. 
* ** 


Yes, It’s the Place for Young Artists. 


But I am beginning to realize that the people who say 
Europe is.a better place than America for young artists are 
absolutely correct. There are means for getting operatic 
training here such as American never heard of. In Germany 
alone there are no less than 142 opera houses which, as I 
have just said, run for ten months in the. year. Each is in 
effect a stock company, and each presents a highly varied 
répertoire. A member of one of those companies will get 
some invaluable routine and a salary which, while not large, 
is a good deal better now than it was two years ago, and runs 
for the full year. 

Opera as an industry is certainly not on a decline. The 
Berlin Volksoper, it is true, had to close for lack of funds, 
but Bruno Walter is taking over the large theater in Char- 
lottenburg, which will be opened this fall under the name of

The system of weather reporting 
employed on the airways between Lon- 
don and Paris is simple in the extreme. 
Reports are sent in from the interme- 
diate stations by wireless at frequent 
intervals and are posted up at all the 
aerodromes en route. Before starting 
on any particlular flight the pilot can 
always obtain the exact report of the 
weather conditions then prevailing at 
all points on his route. As in cther 
things, it is the man who counts as 
much as the machine. The difficulties 
encountered sometimes demand cour- 
age, skill, and resource on the part of 
the pilot. We may give one iustance. 
On an occacion during the winter of 
1921 wiien the weather was extremely 
foggy on the Lofdon-Paris route me- 
teorological information come through 
to the aerodrome at Paris that the 
route was covered in mist, but there 
was a chance of it clearing later. 

Three machines, two British and one 
French, decided to attempt the jour- 
ney, and with full loads of passengers 
left Le Bourget aerodrome. The 
French machine landed at Poix when 
less than a third of the journey had 
been done, the pilot being unable to 
stand the strain of flying with only 
occasional glimpses of the ground and 
not knowing where he would land if 
his engine cut out. The two British 
machines continued their journey until 
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descended lower and lower until both 
were crossing the water at a height 
where the machines almost grazed the 
masts of the occasional ships over 
which they passed. Mackintosh, the 
pilot of the Handley Page, decided as 
it was so foggy a few feet from the 
earth he would be no worse off higher 
up. He pushed up the nose of his 
machine and climbed some thousands 
of feet into the fog filled air. The 
other machine crept on, feeling jts 
way across the channel, until it 
crossed the coast near Folkestone. By 
that time the suspense had almost 
worn out the pilot, and having accom- 


plished the most important part of his 


journey and got his passengers across 
the channel, he landed at Lympne.

Landing in Fog. 

By means of steering on a compass 
course, and by the guidance he re- 
ceived through his wireless, Mackin- 
tosh flew on with his load of passen- 
gers until he was over Croydon aero- 
drome. He knew he was over the 
aerodrome by the wireless signals he 
was receiving from below, so he throt- 
tled back his engine, pushed down the 
nose of his machine, and hoped that 
as he dropped to earth the fog would 
become clearer and he would be able 
to sight the aerodrome and land grad- 
ually.

How an Airplane Flies. 


One serious problem which confronts 
the man who is likely to use a private 
airplane is the question of aerodrome 
accommodation. An aerodrome large 
enough to accommodate all types of 
aircraft must have a minimum area of 
about sixty acres. Needless to say, 
each man cannot have his own aero- 
drome, but it is suggested that each 
village will have its own landing 
ground and that the usefs of private 
airplanes will proceed to the areo- 
drome when they wish to fly. 


The method by which an airplane 
flies is similar to that which maintains 
a kite in the air. A kite is pulled 
against the wind by a string to get 
air pressure, the wind tending to blow 
the kite away and the string to hold 
it back. The result is that as long 
as the wind and the pull remain con- 
stant, the kite tends to rise. In an 
airplane the “ string’”’ which pulls the 
kite is replaced by an airscrew. With 
a kite, if the center of the pressure is 
altered, it dips and swerves. In an 
airplane a similar thing happens, 
causing the airplane to be “ bumped.” 
Birds have this trouble also. Rooks 


landing on a windy day are often tilted 


off their balance and have either to 
try again or “land” badly. In the afr 
they may be noticed adjusting them- 
selves to the “ bumps” caused by sud- 
den alteration in the center of air 


an airplane. They may be one, two, 
or more sets of planes according to 


nary switch, and ignition, and throttle 
controls for the engine, which at pres- 
ent is always of the internal com- 
bustion type. 


The principie of the internal com- 
bustion aero engine is as follows: 
Though types vary in themselves, all 
work on the four stroke or Otto cycle 
principle. The action of the engine 
is divided into four operations, each 
operation occupying one stroke of the 
piston. The first stroke sucks a mix- 
ture of petrol gas and air into the cyl- 
inder, the second compresses the gas 
as the piston moves up the cylinder. 


Just before the compression is at its 
greatest, an electric spark, produced 
by a magneto, or batteries, and con- 
ducted to the cylinder through a spark- 
ing plug, explodes the .- compressed 
gas, and the expansion of the burnt 
gas forces the piston down the cylin- 
der again, the energy being trans- 
mitted to a flywheel which keeps the 
revolutions regular. The fourth ac- 
tion of the piston expels the burnt gas 
from the cylinder. At the fifth stroke 
the cycle of operations recommences. 
These strokes are called, in the order 
given above, the induction or sucking- 
in stroke, the compression stroke, the 
ignition or power stroke, and the ex- 
haust stroke. Aero engines are of three 
main types, stationary, redial, and ro- 
tating cylinder, generally called ro 
tary.

Expests Analyze Super Power. 

Experts of the bureau of standards 
offer a preliminary analysis of the high 
power radio broadcasting at Scheneco 
tady as follows: 

“The past summer has witnessed a 
tenfold Increase of power used in many 
of the broadcasting stations as well as 


experiments on still higher powers, | 


running up to 50 kilowatts. Measure 
ments on the actual signals delivered 
by stations have been made by 
the mu of standards and codperat- 
ing laboratories. These measurements 
culminated in special observations on 
the alternating 50 and 2% kilowatt 
transmission of WGY on Aug, 22, 24, 
and 25. Some surprising conclusions 
can be announced. 


Results Surprising. 
“ First and foremost, high power has 


not resulted in signals of overwhelm- 
ing intensity. Even the 50 kilowatt 


have | 


transmissions reached many listeners | 


with an intensity which was not no- 
ticeably greater than that of many 
other stations on moderate power. 

“ Excessibe fterference or blanketing 
of lower power stations is another ele 
ment of the people picture of super 
power which has failed to materialize. 

“These resuits, from the viewpoint 
of scientific investigation, are regarded 
as tmportant verification of the calcu- 
lations of radio engineers, who have 
consistently maintained that the ap- 
prehensions of stifling effects of higher 
power were wholly unfounded. 


Fading Still Present. 
“The most startling conclusions are

ation. At all distances greater than 
about 50 miles from a station actual 
tests show that the received wave in- 
tensity is continually fluctuating, the| 
variation from maximum to mihimum 
being as great as 100 to 1.
